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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

The word Renaissance means a time of rebirth or revival. This year has been our
Renaissance! Three initiatives that were implemented during this school year impacted
our school climate and affected student achievement.

Prior to the beginning of the school year, two eighth grade teachers, Ms. Banister and
Mrs. Skinner, attended the Renaissance conference in Orlando, Florida. They returned
with renewed spirit and enthusiasm for launching our first Renaissance Program.
Students were recognized and rewarded for making academic progress and for school
attendance. Celebrations were held at the end of each grading period. Vulcan Materials
partnered with us to provide meaningful rewards to students.
